Easy program over today 
for Apollo astronauts

For Apollo lO’s astronauts, the easy part 
was over today. 
Commander Thomas P. Stafford and 
crewmen John W. Young and Eugene A. 
Cernan slept late as they finished their 
third day in space. They were less than 
20,000 miles from the moon, their des­ 
tination for 61 dangerous hours of scout­ 
ing the terrain. 
The three astronauts, hurtling faster 
and faster in the grip of lunar gravity, 
were to pass behind the moon at 4:37 
p.m. EDT. They then fire a blast of 
their rocket ingioe to drop into orbit 
around u at 4:45 p.m. 
Their mission was to spend ZVz days 
circling the moon in the Apollo space­ 
craft nicknamed “Charlie Brown.” 
Stafford and Cernan will cut loose 
Thursday in the “Snoopy” lunar land­ 
ing machine and skim twice within 10 
miles of tlx; lunar surface, carefully 
studying possible landing sites for Apol­ 
lo 11 which hopes to touch down on the 
lunar surface in July.

battle ended by 
U.S. paratroops 


At 10 a.m. EDT, Apollo 10 was 19,- 
879 miles from the moon, more than 
.230,000 miles from earth, and closing 
on the moon at 2,699 mph. The astro­ 
nauts passed 
the “great divide” of in­ 
terplanetary space where moon gravity 
overcame earth gravity at 2:46a.m . EDT 
while they were sleeping 
— the last 
long rest they will get until they are 
safely on the way home Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
They were 11 minutes behind schedule 
to the moon — principally because their 
original flight trajectory was so accur­ 
ate they skipped three of the four course 
adjustments they could have made on 
the ‘way. Ground controllers today re­ 
vised the time of the “lunar orbit in­ 
sertion” rocket firing from 4:34 p.m. to 
4:45 p.m. but said the discrepancy was 
of no consequence. 
As they drew closer to the moon to­ 
day at 1:09 p.m., they planned to trans­ 
mit what promised to be the most spec­ 
tacular of their color television trans­ 
missions. Stafford said the astronauts 
would point their tiny color camera first 
at the looming moon and then at the tiny 
blue-white ball of earth. 
He said the camera would be left on 
while the spacecraft enters the lunar 
night, a period taking at least two hours. 
Astronomers around the world trained 
telesc(H)es on the lunar surface in order 
to compare notes with the astronauts. 
Their sightings will go directly to the 
Smithsonian Institute and Houston Man­ 
ned Space Center 
and the 
astronauts 
might be asked to lo<A at the same 
places from lunar orbit.

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, last night, voted 
4-1 to block construction of the propos­ 
ed Lompoc Narrows Dam and Reservoir, 
pending studies of the state water pro­ 
ject and flood control problems on the 
river. 
The action came near the end of a 
marathon five — hour district 
board 
adjourned special meeting inSantaYnez. 
An estimated 20 persons attended the 
session but had dwindled to a handful 
by the conclusion shortly before 1 a.m. 
All five directors were present. 
Virgil Phelps, director of division 2, 
Lompoc, cast the lone dissenting vote. 
Opposing him with “yes” votes were 
Andrew Petersen, representing Division 
5, Solvang - Santa Ynez; Richard Hen­ 
ning, Division 1, Lompoc; Charles Sud­ 
den, Division 3, Lompoc; William Laran- 
jo, Division 4, Buellton. 
It was the first time the district 
board has put itself on record in such 
clear cut tones to oppose the Bureau 
of Reclamation’s proposal to build a 425,- 
000 acre foot dam and reservoir on the 
river southeast of Lompoc. 
Last night’s action confirmed, Ixjt in 
greater detail, an action that passed 2-1 
at a special district board meetii^ 
on May 7. Phelps cast the lone dissent­ 
ing vote on that earlier occasion also, 
with Henning and Laranjo carrying the 
issue. 
The 4-1 
final decision came after 
nearly five hours of debate marked by 
Phelps’ singlehanded defense of the pro­ 
posed Lompoc Project, Phelps failed to 
stem the tide of the anti-dam sentiment, 
but was successful in modifying the reso­ 
lution that will now go to the County 
Water Agency. 
Before the vote was taken however, 
Phelps moved unsuccessfully to recom- 
meiKl that the water agency proceed 
with the Lompoc Project and a study 
on the state water project concurrently. 
The motion died for lack of a second. 
Laranjo then moved to approve the 
resolution to block efforts for the Lom­ 
poc Project, gained a second from Hen- 
nii^ and the necessary support from 
Sudden and Petersen. 
A conclusion preceding the resolution 
noted; “The district has concluded that 
it cannot at this time support the Lom­ 
poc Project as proposed.” 
In a concluding paragraph of a 12- 
page document, 
the resolution noted; 
“ , . . the Board of Directors of this 
district requests the Water Agency to 
take no action which would commit the 
county to the construction of the Lom­ 
poc Project pending its engineering con­ 
sultant’s report on the state water proj­ 
ect and a study to determine the feasi­ 
bility and design of an integrated flood 


control project on the Santa Ynez Riv­ 
e r .” The resolution was signed by Pet­ 
ersen, president of the board. 
In a final action, the board voted to 
send copies of the document to the coun­ 
ty Water Agency prior to the key meet­ 
ing in Santa Barbara next Tuesday, and 
ordered the district’s legal counsel, Stan­ 
ley Hatch, and the district engineer, 
Thomas Stetson to represent the district 
officially. 
Two other related matters were dis­ 
cussed. 
Phelps 
questioned 
Petersen 
about the propriety of sending a two-page 
summary of the May 7 meeting to the 
water agency before last night’s meet­ 
ing. Duplicates of the summary were 
dated May 15. Phelps said it was his 
understanding that the referral to the 
county was to have awaited completion 
of the more detailed final document. 
Petersen denied any intention to go be­ 


yond the intent of the board on May 7. 
Phelps told the board he had no criti­ 
cism of the content of the summary In 
the light of the completed resolution 
that was to pass 4-1 moments later, 
A search of minutes compiled by sec­ 
retary Boyd Bettancourt failed to support 
Phelps’ feeling, and to conclude the is­ 
sue, the lx)ard voted to ratify the sum­ 
mary letter. 


The second related action dealt with 
Henning’s concern for an editorial that 
appeared in the Lompoc Record on May 
13. The editorial had taken Henning and 
Sudden to task for failing to reflect the 
overwhelming si4)port of Lompoc area 
residents for the Lompoc Project. 
HetMiing failed to win approval to 
discuss an agenda item marked design­ 
ed; Lompoc Chamber of Commerce re: 
Editorial in Lompoc Record,” on the 


ruling that the meeting was an ad­ 
journed special meeting and the issue 
had not been on the agenda for the 
special meeting on May 7. 
In lieu of that, 
Henning was per­ 
mitted to make a statement on the 
Lompoc Project and his stand on it. 
Henning said his interest was ag­ 
riculture and that in his words, “ the 
Lompoc Project penalizes agriculture.” 
He scored the urbanization of the last 
few years which had in his opinion 
put the squeeze on agriculture 
He 
said: 
“ I may be committing political 
suicide by this stand, but I think it 
right that I represent the minority ag­ 
ricultural element in the community.” 
Petersen supported the tone of Hen­ 
ning’s remarks and added his own state­ 
ments:

Council strongly recommends 
favorable action on project 


Lompoc’S five - member City Council 
last night unanimously approved a strong­ 
ly-worded resolution calling on the Coun­ 
ty Water Agency to act favorably upon 
the Lompoc dam project. 
The County Water. Agency is scheduled 
to meet to consider the fate of the 
feasibility study Tuesday afternoon. Of­ 
ficials close to the scene predict that 
an affirmative vote by the board wiH 
move the project along toward reality at 
a rapid pace while a negative vote may 
consign the study to the administrative 
filing cabinet for an indefinite period. 
In its resolution. Council urged the 
Agency to support the Lompoc Project 
in all respects and to recommend to the 
Bureau of Reclamation that the project 
be authorized for construction Council 
also called on the Agency to urge the 
earliest practicable federal appropria­ 
tion so that construction on the project 
can begin at the earliest date. 
Council based its position on several 
major points including; 
—The urgent need to develop a supple­ 
mental municipal and industrial water 
supply for the area. 
—The fact that tte ground - water 
basin in the area is in a state of over­ 
draft. 
—The project is needed to aid the 
national defense effort via Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. 
—The fact that the project is feasible 


from an engineering, financial and eco­ 
nomic stand points. 
In adotping its resolution last night, 
council considered refusing to open the 
question to discussion from the floor 
but instead decided to take citizens’ 
views with a three-minute time limit 
per person. 
Mrs. John Peto spoke in (H)position to 
the resolution and the project. She said 
that she too is worried about the water 
needs of the area but hardly feels it 
(the project) is feasible to the taxpay­ 
ers, “ The city is now pumping 3,500 
acre feet at a cost of $3.50 per acre 
foot. When the water will cost over 
$143 per acre foot in 1980, how are we 
going to pay for it?” she asked. “ I 
just feel the burden is far in excess of 
what we can carry. Water at this price 
is far too heavy to carry. I for one 
do not subscribe to water at any p rice,” 
she said. 
City Administrator Gene Wählers took 
exception to the $3.50 acre foot price she 


(juoted noting that the amount represent­ 
ed only the cost 
of moving the water 
out of the ground. He said that treat­ 
ment costs, personnel, opersUion and 
maintenance 
costs 
and other factors 
would also go into the cost pushing the 
acre foot price much higher than she 
quoted. Wählers was asked by council to 
(juote 
a comparison between present 
costs but he said he couldn’t be pre­ 
cise because he didn’t have the reports 
that had been prepared oo the subje ct 
in his possession at the time. 


Mrs. Jolm Burch took exception to the 
fact that tte city recently had enclosed 
material favoring the project in the en­ 
velope with the monthly utility bills that 
were mailed to city homes. She said 
she felt the city was taking sides and 
that the use of city funds for that 
purpose was not proper. 
Wählers contested the view tjut stated 
the total cost involved was only $17.07 
Including labor and mailing.

Hamburger Hill, or Ap Bia Mountain, 
overlooks the A Shau Valley two miles 
from I.AOS. Throughthe valley have pour­ 
ed Communist guns and soldiers from 
North Vietnam destined for attacks on 
South Vietnam’s 
second and third big­ 
gest cities. Da Nang and Hue. 
“ We’ve got 350 mighty happy troops 
on that mountain now,” said Capt. Ger­

Ohio. “ But if we hadn’t taken it this 
time, it would have been rough on the 
kids’ morale.”

Today’s article explains the actions 
of the County Water Agency with the State 
Water plan and its relationship to the 
Lompoc Project).

At approximately the same time in 
the year 1963 that they were beseiged 
with demands to conduct a feasibility stu­ 
dy of water resources on the Santa Ynez 
River, the County Board of Supervisors 
were faced with another demand. State 
Water Plan officials were wanting an 
early “yes” or “ no” commitment from 
the County on participation in the mas­ 
sive multi-billicm dollar program de­ 
signed to bring Northern California sur­ 
plus water to the drier Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
In February, 1963, the Santa Barbara 
County Flood Control and Water Conser­ 
vation District directors, in essence 
another hat worn by the County board of 
supervisors much as their County Wat­ 
er Agency hat, agreed to a Phase I con­ 
tract with State officials. The County 
agreed to participate in the costs of 
water transportation and construction 
of the State Water Project and accept­ 
ed a tentative 57,700 acre feet water 
augm ent for the entire county. 
Phase I will continue until 1975 at 
which time the County must decide on 
Phase П and firmly agree to the accep- 


tance of the State water. Should the 
County agree not to accept the allotm.ent, 
costs paid by the county will be reim­ 
bursed from the sale of the county’s 
water allotment. 
Through 1968-69, Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty funds In excess of $l million have been 
paid toward State Water Project con­ 
struction costs. 
Through 
the year 
2035, should the County accept Phase H 
of the contract, funds in excess of $115 
million will have been paid on the State 
Water Project at today’s prices. 
Relating these costs to the Lompoc 
Project is a difficult task but some of 
the most knowledgeable persons on wat­ 
er costs state that “ if the Lompoc Pro­ 
ject water will cost $146 an acre foot, 
State Project water when delivered will 
be $300 an acre foot.” 
Courthouse 
observers 
are nearly 
certain 
that the County board of super­ 
visors will enter into a firm contract 
for their allotment of 57,700 acre feet 
of State water annually. 
Several ques­ 
tions must be answered, however, before 
the final determination is made. Will 
San Luis Obispo County enter into a sim­ 
ilar contract? 
How will State water be 
distributed to the entire county from 
its terminus at the border of San Luis 
Obispo County and Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty? 
Where will State water project 
water be stored for use? Wnat will be 
the costs of the county-wide 
distribu­ 
tion system? 
What areas of the county 
will buy the State water and for how 
much? 
How much treatment and fxirl- 
fication will be required of .'^ate water*^ 
Presently, the County board of super­ 
visors have a proposal before them from 


Rober t M. Edmonston, their present wat­ 
er consultant, to conduct at $25,000 stu­ 
dy to find answers to these questions. 
It is expected that they will approve con­ 
ducting the study which is estimated 
to be completed within a year. 
Although the basic groundwork has 
been laid to participate in the State Wat­ 
er Project, there is still a long row to 
hoe and many determinations to be made. 
Despite 
the 
complexities 
Involved 
in the receipt of State Water, 
few ex­ 
perts will deny its need over and above 
the authorization of the Lompoc Nar­ 
rows Dam project. 
Edmonston, the county’s water consul­ 
tant, 
in 1963 
predicted such a fact in 
a reconnaissance report to the County 
stating that installations in the Lompoc 
Valley area could “ ireluce a 
critical 
water supply problem 
in advance of 
the time supplemental 
water from 
state facilities would be available.” 
This is the proven case now, accord­ 
ing to the Bureau of Reclamation, who 
strongly recommend that in view of all 
projections, this Valley will require sup­ 
plemental water resources in addition 
to the Lompoc Narrows Dam project. 
This supplemental 
source could be 
the State Water Project but, in the eyes 
of the expe rts, not the main source of 
water to guarantee the economic future 
of the Valley. 
More importantly is the fact that the 
Lompoc Narrows Dam Project is a mul­ 
ti • purpose project providing for wat­ 
er conservaticai, flood control and rec­ 
reation as one unit. The State Water 
Project would provide no flood control 
nor recreational benefits. 


Israeli claims 
Egyptian jets

Israeli planes and m issiles destroyed 
three Egyptian MIG21 jet fighters in two 
separate clashes over the Suez Canal 
sector today, an Israeli military spokes­ 
man reported in Tel Aviv. He said anoth­ 
er Soviet-built plane was damaged.

Amman, 
a Jordanian military 
si^okesman said an Israeli tank-and4roqp 
force crossed the cease fire line under 
an air cover of jet fighters and heli­ 
copter gunshlps but were driven back by 
Jordanian troops in a 4*2 hour b^tle. 
Tt№ Israeli spokesman said the air bat­ 
tle began when a “number” of Egyptian 
MIG fighters tried to invade Israeli 
airspace north of Qantara in the occu­ 
pied Sinai Peninsula. One of the Egyp­ 
tian planes was hit by a Hawk ground-to- 
air missile and was seen exploding In 
flight, he said. 
At the same time, the si>okesman 
said a “number” of other Egyptian air 
force planes tried to penetrate over 
the Great Bitter Lake, further south on 
the Suez Canal ceasefire line.

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Massive gas attack by helicopter 
on 3,000 Berkeley demonstrators 


Niarehos turns tables on Onassis

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI)-^ 
National 
Guard 
helicopter 
spearheaded a 
massive gas 
attack on the University of 
California 
campus 
Tuesday, 
scattering regular students and 
remnants of some 3,000 demon­ 
strators who took part in an 
earlier Illegal rally. 


The brown military helicopter 
swept low over Sproul Hall 
Plaza, spewing a powdery form 
of tear gas, which blanketed 
classrooms, offices and nearby 
residences. The fumes seeped 
into the campus hospital, where 
one patient had to be put in a 
respirator. 


A spokesman for the demon­ 
strators claimed the gas was a 
type “ intended for use only 
against the enemy in time of 
war,” but the Berkeley Police 
Department said it was “ CS” 
gas-one of three types specifi­ 
cally intended for crowd control 
purposes which has been used 
repeatedly during the demon­ 
strations. 
The attack came just minutes 
after 
campus police warned 
students to clear the plaza and 
adjoining buildings-but before 
many were able to make their 
way through the ti^it ring of 
guardsmen who surrounded the 
plaza. 


At the same time, campus 
police 
on a nearby balcony 
began hurling large tear gas 
g r e n a d e s at the fleeing 
students. 


The gassing occurred nearly 
an hour after Guardsmen and 
police cut short a “ funeral 
march” by 3000 demonstrators 
for James Rector, a 25-year-old 
San Jose, Calif., man who died 
Monday night 
of a shotgun 
wound 
suffered during last 
Thursdays bloody riot involving 
2,000 demonstrators and 500 
police. 


Student rebels and dissident 
“ street people” from Berke­ 
ley’s hippie colony attempted to 
assemble for the Rector me­ 
morial, but were kept moving 
by Guardsmen and police using 
gas and clubs. Three men were 
seized 
in possession of an 
automatic rifle. 


One 
National 
Guardsman, 
being taunted by demonstra­ 
tors, threw down his rifle and 
helmet and tried to run away. 
He 
was 
caught 
by 
other 
Guardsmen and taken away in 
a jeep. The guard was ordered 
on to the 27,000-student campus 
last 
week by 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan. 


Lines of soldiers with fixed 
bayonets and California High­

busiest and most dangerous day 
in space. 
Astronauts Thomas P. Stat 
ford, 
Eugene A. Cernan and

Young will awake at 
9:34 a.m. EDT. Before they 
sleep again they plan to give 
the moon lander its second 
manned 
test, 
practice 
with 
communications between Earth 
and two separate spacecraft, 
and fly Stafford and Cernan to 
within 50,000 feet of the moon’s 
surface. 
It is final dress rehearsal for 
the first landing attempt by 
Apollo 11 in July. 
The long coast from Earth 
ends in moon orbit late today. 
But 
Apollo lO’s reason for 
existing is Thursday, 
The astronauts were taking 
all 
precautions possible 
to 
reduce the chance of trouble 
and several times during the 
trip reported they were study­ 
ing their moon duties. “ Skull 
practice,” one called it. 
The plan calls for Cernan, 
followed by Stafford, to enter 
the lunar lander at 11:14 a.m. 
EDT and, after checking out its 
equipment, to separate from 
the mothership at 2:59 p.m. 
At 4:23 p.m., Stafford fires 
the moon lander's big descent 
engine for the first of two close 
passes over the target site of 
the Apollo 11 landing. Then, at 
10:43 p.m., the two ships 
rendezvous and dock. 
The astronauts say the rocket 
firing 
to 
begin 
the 
lunar 
lander’s descent to the moon is 
a critical one. It occurs behind 
the moon. 
If that firing is three seconds 
too long, changing the velocity 
of the lander by about 13 miles 
an hour more than intended, 
the lander would be on a crash 
course with the moon. This 
probably would result in an 
immediate abort. Less error 
might be correctable without 
such a drastic step, so long as

Muratore 
rolled up 435 votes, but it was 
unclear whether he took ballots 
away from LaCoste or Berry­ 
hill. 
The 
last 
recount 
in an 
Assembly race was in 1966 
when John J. Miller of Berkeley 
d e f e a t e d incumbent Byron 
Rumford in 
the Democratic 
primary. The recount was not 
successful for Rumford. 
Election 
officials 
said a 
canvass of the ballots would be 
conducted 
Thursday and the 
earliest a recount could begin 
would be after the survey is 
completed. 
Berryhill’s apparent election 
kept the lower house in the 
GOP column. Republican John 
G. Veneman resigned the post 
to become U.S. Undersecretary 
of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare 
The district is com­ 
posed 
of Stanislaus 
and a 
portion of San Josquin counties. 
Berryhill, a 43-year-old graf)e 
grower from Ceres, said he was 
confident his narrow victory 
margin would hold up in the 
recount.

leading 
up 
to 
the 
incident and following it. 
He laid the blame squarely on 
a group he called “ squatters” , 
“ the so-called street gangs of 
Berkeley” 
and identified as 
“ well-known names that are 
always 
associated 
with this 
trouble, wherever it may be in 
the country.” 
Reagan said that 
“ on the 
scene” were Thomas Hayden, 
founder of the Students for a 
Democratic 
Society; 
Mario 
Savio, who first became prom­ 
inent 
during the 1964 Free 
Speech Movement at Berkeley; 
Arthur Goldberg, identified as a 
local SDS leader, and Mike 
Delacort, 
also 
a 
Berkeley 
student activist. 


He noted that U.S. Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell had disclosed 
the FBI was investigating the 
SDS as the “ aggressive leader­ 
ship” of campus disorders and 
added 
“ Let 
me say that I 
believe the Justice Department 
is on solid ground in investigat­ 
ing these individuals in this 
matter.” 
Reagan also indicated state 
reports point to a shot fired by 
an officer-although he did not 
say whether it was a police­

“ On that day, police took a 
tremendous 
and 
unprovoked 
beating from a well-prepared 
and well-armed mass of people 
who had stockpiled all kinds of 
weapons and missiles,” he said. 
“ They include pieces of steel 
rods, as well as bricks, large 
rocks, chunks of cement, iron 
pipes and so on.” 


He 
said 
police 
defended 
themselves only after a riot 
erupted 
and 
policemen 
and 
citizens were hurt. He said 50 
policemen suffered injuries. 
A newsman asked Reagan if 
he felt the Berkeley campus 
was on the brink of a “ real 
blood bath.” 


The governor answered by 
detailing incidents. 
He said 
three murders had occurred 
preceding the Rector death, two 
young people had been maimed 
for life as a result of bomb 
explosions, Wheeler Hall on the 
UC Berkeley campus had been 
burned 
down and there had 
been an attempt to murder a 
professor and his family with a 
firebomb.

A 
year 
later the 
script was 
completed, but the novel was 
still incomplete. 
Now, still 
another year later, the book 
hasn’t been published.” 
Thus the cart will come two 
weeks before the horse, accord­ 
ing to producer Jacobs. The 
movie version of “The Chair­ 
man” will be in theaters a 
fortnight before the novel is in 
the bookstalls. 
Jacobs is just the sort of 
quirk movie people come to 
expect. 
Doubtless if the book had 
been published, say, several 
months before the picture’s 
release, it might have helped 
sell tickets. 
But once you’ve seen the plot

It involves the implanta­ 
tion of a mini-transmitter in 
Peck’s skull which includes an 
explosive device. If he blows 
the assignment, his superiors in 
the spy business blow his head 
off. 
The picture is filled with

between 
Soviet 
and 
Chinese 
troops along their 
common border. 
“I chose the story because I 
thought 
it 
had 
a 
unique 
background and elements that 
haven’t been used in suspense 
stories before,” Jacobs said 
after screening a 17-minute 
teaser of his latest product. 
“We had to shoot the picture 
in Formosa and Wales. Origin­ 
ally we had scheduled produc­ 
tion 
in Hong 
Kong, but the 
Communists burned Greg in 
effigy and demanded we aban­ 
don our plans." 
Jacobs took this news phleg­ 
matically too. 
“So we just changed our 
location plans,” he said. 
“ Everything in the picture is 
possible 
scientifically, 
and 
some of the things are actually 
in use now by espionage agen­ 
cies in various countries. 
“There hasn’t been a really 
suspensful spy story in years. 
And we think we’ve got one in 
this picture.” 
Jacobs’ expression remained 
stoical. After the reviews and 
the box office returns are in-- 
and only then-is he likely to 
blow his cool.

Coooerative ore-school aids children 


Probably few Lompoc residents are 
aware of a quiet class which oi>erates 
five mornings a week from September 
to June in a classroom in Peace Lutlv- 
eran Church. 
It is the Lompoc Valley Association 
for Retarded Children and the main pur­ 
pose of the pre-school class is to enable 
mentally 
retarded 
youngsters 
to be 
ready—physically, mentally 
and 
soc­ 
ially— for acceptance into the Lompoc 
public schools’ special education classes 
at age five. These children must undergo 
an evaluaticm by the public school and be 
judged mature enough to fit into, and 
benefit from the classes. 
LOVARC was organized in Lompoc in 
1964 by a small group of interested par­ 
ents of mentally retarded children. One 
of their first projects was the inception 
of a cooperative-type pre-school. Since 
that time, through the hard work of 
these and other parents and interested 
persons in the local community, approx- 
imentely 37 mentally retarded young­ 
sters have participated in, and benefit- 
ed from the class. 
According to national statistics, the 
Lompoc-Vandenberg area contains some 
700 persons with degrees of mental re­ 
tardation, ranging from severe to barely 
noticeable. Approximately 200 attend 


special education classes in the district. 
LOVARC, realizing its limitations due 
to lack of finances and volunteer workers, 
has tried to concentrate its resources to 
meet the most immediate critical needs 
in its choice of projects— the pre-school 
for youngsters, a monthly parent com­ 
munity discussion group, limited re­ 
creation prc^ram for boys and girls in 
the special education classes and an 
activity center for young adults, which 
meets two mornings a week. 
Heartening is the rapport between the 
children and most of the adults working 
with them. Possible feelings of appre­ 
hension upon first volunterring have been 
replaced by warm personal relationships 
and the sense of satisfaction that the 
progress the children have made would 
have been impossible without these work­ 
ers. Volunteers soon learn that these 
children are eager, accepting and near­ 
normal in many ways. 
Under the supervision of salaried 
teacher CharleneStamper, assistant Cin­ 
dy Rogers, and volunteers, the class 
curriculum included speech therapy, per­ 
sonal health iiabits, acceptable social 
habits, coordination, music and rhythm, 
art, learning to follow directions and 
understand simple commands and out­ 
door play in adjacent Ryon Park.

LOVARC’S future plans call for a 
small building and lot of consolidation 
and expansion of the present scattered 
activities and classes. Several fund­ 
raising events are scheduled for next 
year. 
LOVARC is now accepting applica­ 
tions for the position of teacher for 
the ensuing school term, which follows 
the public school calendar year. The 
current 
teacher, Charlene Stamper, 
will be moving to Idaho in June. Stu­ 
dent applications for 1969-70 are also 
being accepted now. The child must l>e 
mentally retarded, three to six years 
of age, have started toilet training and 
be ambulatory or potentially ambulatory.

generation.” 
I have noticed the same thing 
myself. 
In my generation, students 
enrolled in college with the 
expectation that they 
would 
meet someone there who knew 
more 
than 
they did. 
Like 
maybe a professor. 
If the professor who knew 
more than the student then 
imparted some of his know­ 
ledge 
to 
the 
student, 
the 
student would learn something. 
This was called education. 
That concept, as we are now 
aware, 
is 
rapidly becoming 
outmoded. 
By the time they are ready to 
attend college, many of today’s 
students have passed the stage 
of merely learning something. 
Now they are ready to run the 
college as well. 
This is a truly remarkable 
advancement. Time was when a 
person had to graduate, obtain 
several advanced degrees and 
acquire some 
administrative 
experience before he was ready 
to run a college. 
To what do 
we owe the 
academic 
accelration 
under 
which a student becomes ready 
to run a college while he is still 
a freshman, or a sophomore at

the latest? 
Someone adept at jumping to 
conclusions 
might 
give 
the 
credit to the high schools. But 
if you have spent any time 
hanging around high schools 
lately, you recognize that such 
confidence is misplaced. 
Very few high schools offer 
courses in running universities, 
although there may be some 
extracurricular training along 
that line. 
It may therefore be reasoned 
that 
the 
credit 
rightfully 
belongs to the parents of the 
students. 


Students, of course, will hoot 
at this assertion. Students insist 
on putting down their parents 
as hopelessly square excessive, 
ly materialistic and hung up on 
middle-class morality. 
In short, students are unwill­ 
ing to concede that anything 
good might come from their 
parents. 
Yet the evidence is clear: No 
other generation in history has 
begotten offspring who were 
ready to run large universities 
at the age of 20.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - The 
first no-hitter in professional 
baseball was pitched 94 years 
ago by Joseph Borden of the 
Philadelphia 
Athletics, 
who 
sometimes called himself “ Ne- 
drob,” which is Borden spelled 
backwards. 
Somehow, it seems appropri­ 
ate. Because the no-hit game’s 
nature is c24)ricious as well as 
elusive — it snubbed great pitch­ 
ers like Dizzy Dean and Lefty 
Grove while bringing ephemer­ 
al fame to the likes of Bo Be­ 
linsky and Bobo Holloman—Joe 
Borden almost had to be some­ 
thing of a flake. He was. 
Today, 174 hitless games lat- 
er, 
Borden 
represents very 
nicely the random frequency of 
this athletic phenomenon. 
Thirty - two 
no - hitters 
were pitched between 1910 and 
1919 in the so-called “ dead- 
ball era.” Then it took30years 
to accumulate the same number. 
Now, it appears no-hit games 
are in bloom again — 31 have 
been thrown since 1960. 
To begin with, Joe Borden’s 
no-hitter was not recognized 
until 75 years later, when base­ 
ball historian Lee Allen dis­ 
covered 
the two 
“ hits” 
he 
reportedly gave up were actual­ 
ly bases on balls. Borden nev­ 
er knew he made baseball his­ 
tory. 
The victory, a 4-0 decision 
over Chicago on July 28, 1875, 
was savored, however. It rep­ 
resented exactly half of Bor­ 
den’s two wins that season. A 
righthander, he threw under­ 
hand (pitching from above the 
waist was not allowed) from 
a distance of 45 feet and sub­ 
sequently developed one of base­ 
ball’s first sore arms, 
A year 
later, 
Borden was 
Philadelphia’s groundskeeper. 
Then he faded from sight, A 
Pennsylvania 
newspaper 
re­ 
ported 
him 
drowned 
in the 
Johnstown flood, but he wrote a 
letter to the editor denying the 
charge. 
West puts blame for title loss on 
over-eager team, not individuals

NEW YORK — (NEA)— Most 
of the shock has worn off now, 
but Jerry West still doesn’t 
understand it. 
One thing is 
sure: higher mathematics isn’t 
the answer. 


Years from now, wlien Wilt 
Chamberlain and Bill Russell 
are nestled in their rocking 
chairs, students of basketball 
will still be trying to explain 
how the Big One beat the Big 
Three. 
. 
Before the National Basket­ 
ball Association season began 
last fall, men were saying that 
the 
awesome 
threesome 
of 
Chamberlain, West and Elgin 
Baylor could take Los Angeles 
mayor Sam Yorty and Natalie 
Wood and win the World Cham­ 
pionship. 
Russell and the Boston Cel­ 
tics proved that men lie, 108- 
106. 


“ I don’t think our team chok­ 
ed,” said West, in New York to 
receive Sport Magazine’s an­ 
nual automobile for being the 
outstanding player in the play­ 
offs. “ I do believe that indiv­ 
idual guys can choke, but I 
think our team just wanted to 
win too much, 
” It’s a tough thing to ac­ 
cept when you want to win so 
bad. This was probably the 
hardest loss I've ever had. I 
didn’t even dream we could 


lose it.” 
Before going to LA’s Ingle­ 
wood Forum for the final game, 
West drove down to Marina 
Del Rey as he always does 
before games and watched boats 
sail past. 
“ I’m very superstitious about 
things like that,” he said. “ I 
kept thinking about all the smil­ 
ing faces I’d see after the 
game. I said to myself that 
this was going to be some 
night. It was some night, all 
right. A night-mare.” 
When the nightmare ended, 
West— who scored 42 points 
and had 13 rebounds and 12 
assists — and his teammates 
shuffled off to their dressing 
room where they found even 
more misery. 
“ The Celtics’ dressing room 
was right next to ours,” West 
said. “ That was tough. We could 
hear all the noise they were 
making. It killed me. Our place 
seemed like a graveyard.” 
The frustration, of course, 
did not end that night. Days 
later, Chamberlain was to re­ 
new the bitterness by blaming 
the defeat on Laker Coach Bill 
Van Breda Kolff who left Wilt 
on the bench in the final min­ 
utes of the game. 
Van Breda Kolff took the ac­ 
cusation the way coaches have 
always 
taken 
Wilt’s 
acc­ 
usations. “ I don’t know, maybe 
someone else could do a better 
job coacliing Chamberlain, ” 
he said. 


Jerry West likes both men. He 
dislikes the situation, he says, 
but admits that Los Angeles 
“ is not the smartest team I've 
ever played for,” 
“ I admire him (Van Breda 
Ko'iff) as a man. I’ve enjoyed 
the two years I’ve played for 
him more than any others. He’s 
the kind of coach who can call 
you anything, and 1 mean any­ 
thing, and the next day he’s 
forgotten completely about it. 
“ Wilt is a very moody per­ 
son. The loss probably bother­ 
ed him more than any loss he’s 
ever had to take. People say 
he’s a loser, but 1 don’t be­ 
lieve it. it’s a bad rap. 
“ I think people expect too 
much of him. They think he’s a 
superman. I’m not trying to de­ 
fend him. Wilt is a controver­ 
sial person. He always says 
what he tlunks. There are times 
when I would like to say what 
I think, but I won’t do it if 
it’s inflammatory. I don’t deny 
some of what he says is true. 
Where there’s smoke, there’s 
fire.” 
Now, it appears that either 
Chamberlain of Van Breda Kolff 
will not be in Los Angeles next 
year. 
Since 
Chamberlain is 
paid about $300,000 more per 
year than his coach, it’s fair ly 
obvious who would go. 
“ 1 wish Wilt had waited until 
things had cooled off,” West 
said. “ Maybe if he had taken 
more time to think atwut it, he 
wouldn’t have said it.” 


The history of the no-hitter 
contains several Joe Borden 
types. Holloman pitched a no­ 
hit game in his first start 
for the St. Louis Browns in 
1953 — his only year in the 
majors. Don Black of Cleveland 
no-hit Philadelphia in 1947, but 
never had a winning season. And 
where is Bo Belinsky now’ 
Still, an accurate investiga­ 
tion into their anatomy will 
show 
that most no - hitters 
are not accidents. (“ Fine pitch­ 
ers pitch fine games,’’ Gene 
Mauch might say.) Men like 
Bob Feller, Walter Johnson, 
Christy Mathewson, Cy Young 
and Johnny Vander Meer creat­ 
ed their own accidents. 
Since 1960, 31 no-hit games 
have been pitched in the major 
league. Sandy Koufax threw a 
record four of them, including a 
perfect game. Jim Maloney of 
Cincinnati has three and Don 
Wilson of Houston two. Among 
these three men, nine no-hit­ 
ters add up to one basic agree­ 
ment: 
Luck is a basic element. 
“ If you watch a game in which 
there are 10hits,’’saysKoufax,. 
“ at least five of them will not 
have been hit well. When a 
pitcher is going well, those are 
the balls that he needs luck on. 
You’ve 
got 
to be fortunate 
enough to have them hit the 
bad shots at somebody as well 
as the good shots.” 
The standard comments by 
pitchers and catchers after no- 
hitte rs we re p robabl y or ig inat - 
ed by George Washington Brad­ 
ley of St. Louis, who pitched 
the second no-hitter in 1876, 
“ I had good stuff,” says the 
pitcher. “ He had good stuff,” 
says the catcher, adding, may­ 
be, “ his fast ball was really 
hopping 
(jumping, 
skipping, 
etc.).” 
Obviously, no-hitters are a 
special combination of 
skills 
and pressure and luck and abil­ 
ity to cope. They should not be 
written off simply as the result 
of “ good stuff,” 
The no-hit game begins, say 
Koufax, Wilson and Maloney, 
like every other game. “ I tried 
to pitch a no-hitter every time 
I went out,” Sandy said, “ It 
seemed like the safest way to 
try and get everybody out.” 
Then about the seventh inn­ 
ing, the pitcher lets the fact 
that he has allowed no hits 
to sink in. “ So many games, 
the first time you think about 
it, it seems somebody clouts 
a home runorsomething,” Kou­ 
fax says. 
Legendary pressure — com­ 
mon in every vocation — enters 
from 
the 
dugout. 
Don Wil­ 
son describes it: 
“ All of a sudden something 
within you says, ‘I want to do 
this.’ It hit me as a cold chill 
and I became relaxed and key­ 
ed up — all at the same time. 
Everything gets dark and si­ 
lent. Have you ever had a dream 
that 
seemed real’’ You stop 
thinking of the game and start 
thinking every batter is out 
to beat you, 
“ In my last one, I was angry 
(at Cincinnati) and I just start­ 
ed throwing as hard as I could 


I could stand still. I just want­ 
ed to throw it and catch it and 
throw it back as quick as 1 
could.” 
“ You begin counting down,” 
says Koufax. “ Six more outs, 
five more, four . . . the pres­ 
sure is always there, although 
1 think after your first no-hit­ 
ter, there’s no real increase” 


Maloney appears less sensi­ 
tive alx)ut the subject. 
“ There's no more pressure 
in a no-hit game than there 
is in any other game.” he 
says. “ It's a question of doing 
it or not doing it; you pitch 
a no-hit game or you don’t. 
Like you make the team or you 
don’t,”

PARIS — (N E A ) — Are the 
French capable of governing 
them selves without a strong 
m an" Surprisingly, the a n ­ 
swer a p p e a r s to be yes. 
Strong m an De Gaulle has 
departed, but trains continue 
to run on time. The average 
Frenchm an goes about his 
business m uch as before He 
still grum bles about living 
costs, he lives in hopes of 
cheating the tax collector or 
of winning the national lot­ 
tery. 


The fact is that F rance is 
unjustly maligned as an un­ 
stable and politically im m a ­ 
ture nation In recent years 
I 
have sweated out three 
political crises in 
France, 
and I have been am azed at 
the nation's resilience, 
its 
ability to bounce back on its 
feet. 
The first was the Algerian 
crisis of May. 1958. when the 
very air reeked of treason. 
The bottom had fallen out of 
the franc, the economy was 
in complete disarray, both 
the 
army 
and 
the 
police 
were said to be riddled with 
disloyalty. At one point I 
was 
told 
by 
a 
person 
in 
authority that paratroopers 
would start d r o p p i n g on 
Paris the following morning. 
What happened? N e a r l y 
every dem ocratic organiza­ 
tion in France from trade 
unions to w ar v e t e r a n s 
raised their voices in protest, 
and a guard was t h r o w n 
around Orly and Le Bourget 
airports just in case. Once 
m ore the world was w itness­ 
ing the famous French d e m ­ 
ocratic reflex in action. 
And. of course, there was 
De Gaulle For years he had 
been w a r m i n g up in the 
wings aw aiting just such a 
crisis as his entrance cue. 
I)e Gaulle w as F ran ce's hole 
card, its ace up the sleeve. 
The student riots of May, 
1963, my s e c o n d c r i s i s , 
seem ed to bring civil war 
m uch 
closer 
to 
F ra n c e ’s 
doorstep 
Here the danger 
cam e not from an arm y en­ 
trenched in far-off Algeria, 
but from the very bosom of 
the French bourgeois.

the students who tore up the 
pavem ent in the Latin Q uar­ 
ter and who hoisted their 
black anarchist flags on the 
barricades were alm ost all 
from good rm dd\e-c\ass f a m ­ 
ilies.

there 
was 
l)e Gaulle. With one sentence 
he crushed the incipient re­ 
bellion. “ I will not tolerate 
France fouling its own bed.” 
he scornfully declared. His 
supporters took to the streets 
chanting “ Vive De Gaulle" 
and in the ensuing election 
gave his Gaullist party a 
landslide 
majority 
in 
the 
national 
assembly.

the democratic reflex had 
worked. 
The present crisis differs 
from its predecessors in that 
it was p r e c i p i t a t e d by 
De Gaulle himself in making 
the April 27 referendum a 
confidence vote in his lead­ 
ership.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -The 
top men in the United States 
government 
are 
subject 
to 
standards of ethical conduct 
almost as strict as the Ten 
Commandments 
-and nearly 
as difficult to enforce. 
If 
nothing else, 
the 
Abe 
Fortas case underscored the 
fact that individual conscience 
and public opinion are perhaps 
the most effective safeguards 
against questionable activity in 
high office. 
Government 
officials 
are 
subject to the same criminal 
laws 
which 
apply to other 
citizens, of course. But most 
allegations of wrongdoing in 
government involve the gray 
area of impropriety rather than 
outright criminality. 
Fortas may have violated the 
45-year-old canons of judicial 
ethics when he received, and 
eventually returned, a $20,000 
fee from the family foundation 
of financier Louis E. Wolfson, 
who later went to prison for 
stock manipulation. 


But if the 59-year-old justice 
had not resigned, the canons 
provided 
no machinery f o r 
bringing him to book. The 36- 
article code, which is supposed 
to guide judicial conduct, has 
no enforcement powers except 
the conscience of each indivi­ 
dual judge. 
Steps 
leading to 
possible 
impeachment 
proceedings 
against Fortas were under way 
at 
the 
moment 
he 
stepped 
down. But impeachment is a 
difficult process and no one 
ever will know now whether 
proponents of such action could 
have prevailed. 
In 
the 
end, 
Fortas 
was 
brought down by public opinion 
as reflected in congressional 
debate and statements, in the 
iress and broadcast media and 
mong 
ordinary 
Americans. 
The legal niceties aside, they 
could not understand why he 
received the Wolfson Founda­ 
tion money. 
Fortas was very much aware 
that his continued presence on 
the bench was an embarrass­ 


ment to a court already the 
target of heavy criticism for its 
“ activist” decisions in behalf of 
what 
the 
justice 
called a 
“ greater social order.” So he 
quit. 
But his departure did not 
settle the overall question of 
whether the three branches of 
government -executive, legis­ 
lative and judicial -should and 
can do 
more to cover the 
shadowy 
area of misuse of 
public office which falls short 
of criminal corruption. 
All three branches have codes 
of conduct now. But they vary 
widely 
with 
the 
toughest 
applying 
to 
the 
executive 
branch and the loosest govern­ 
ment the courts. They have one 
thing in common: There is no 
specific 
definition 
of 
what 
constitutes a violation and no 
set penalties when one occurs. 
Fortas confirmed in a letter 
to Chief Justice Earl Warren 
that in January, 1966, three

court, he received a $20,000

community relations and racial 
and religious affairs. 
He also conceded that Wolf­ 
son spoke to him and sent him 
material about his troubles with 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. But he said, “ I 
have not interceded or taken 
part in any legal, administra­ 
tive or judicial matter affecting 
Mr. Wolfsonor anyone associat­ 
ed with him.” 
The American Bar Associa­ 
tion’s canons of judicial ethics 
warn

A member of the President’s 
cabinet would violate a four- 
year-old code of conduct if he 
accepted a fee for speaking or 
writing. He probably would be 
fired by the President If he did 
so, although the code itself 
specifies no punishment 
Most officials of the executive 
branch below the cabinet level 
would be permitted to accept a 
research 
and 
writing 
job 
similar to the one Fortas says 
the Wolfson Foundation offered 
him. But such work would have 
to be done on one’s own time 
and could not involve the use of 
confidential government Infor­ 
mation. 
Members of Congress can 
and often do accept payments 
for 
speaking 
and 
writing. 
Senators, under a code of ethics 
adopted last year, must make 
public the source and amount 
of lecture and writing fees over 
$300. But House members need 
not report fees under $5,000 and 
do not have to reveal the exact 
amount of payments over that 
figure. 
Many lawmakers expressed 
outrage that Fortas received 
money 
from 
the 
Wolfson 
foundation while Wolfson was 
under investigation for stock 
manipulation. But senators and 
congressmen frequently accept 
payment for lecturing to groups 
that hope to influence legisla­ 
tion. 
The code of ethics for the 
executive branch was 
esta­ 
blished by President Lyndon B. 
Johnson In 1965. The rules, kept 
In force by President Nixon, 
cover employes earning more 
than $14,400 annually If they 
are In a position to Influence 
expenditure of federal funds or 
to regulate private business. 
The Senate and House adopt­ 
ed separate codes last year 
following the public furor over 
the cases of Bobby Baker, Sen.

“ We can’t live the same life 
our parents lived because we’re 
in a totally new world,’’ 
If that is a rather obvious 
point, it is still an important 
truism for those who wonder 
why things can’t stay the same. 
Perhaps this viewer has a 
personal quirk, but the one 
thing that bothers me about 
tonight’s broadcast-and almost 
all attempts to deal with the 
generation 
gap-is the near- 
complete 
lack 
of humor of 
those who approach it. 
The generation gap, serious 
as it may be, is worth no more 
reverence than any subject on 
earth—and I mean any. Humor 
stems from adult perspective 
and detachment. And there are 
times-many 
times—when 
a 
certain amount of detachment 
is every bit as essential as 
involvement. 
I was hoping to find this 


attitude more in the remarks of 
the program’s reporter, John 
Laurence, 29, and altogether 
brilliant 
and 
up-and-coming 
newsman 
whose 
work 
has 
marked him 
as 
a 
man to 
watch. And there were times 
when 
he 
verged 
on 
this 
approach, 
but basically 
the 
hour wound up deadly earnest. 
A point of view, I think, is 
what is needed as much as 
humor in tonight’s program. 
But here again, we have that 
deadly earnest network pro 
and-con approach, where every­ 
one has his say, and hardly 
anyone goes home offended. 
The fresh, cooling air of 
irreverence 
is 
a wonderful 
antidote 
to 
what 
ails 
you. 
Laurence 
mentioned 
at one 
point, with a bit of humor, that 
he soon will be 30, and is rather 
split between generations. Now 
there is a marvelous starting 
point for a video essay. That is: 
We all know what the 19-year- 
olds thinks nowadays. And we 
all know what the 49-year-olds 
think. 
But 
what 
about 
the 
people who are really on the 
spot—those who have 
spent a 


number of years putting down 
the over-30 generation, and now 
find themselves entering it? 
How are they acting,and what 
are they saying, now that the 
easy talk suddenly finds itself 
phased out 
by the need to 
assume responsibility? 
And what about the incompi^ 
rable irony of that Beatle-hero 
of the under-30 generation—who 
suddenly ups and marries a 
Japanese lady well into her 30s, 
I mean, some of us knew about 
over-30 women all along, but 
he’s just learning. Which shows 
that you’re never too young to 
learn. 
Studies of the generation gap 


are pretty much like sociology: 
a confirmation of the obvious. 
But why, for instance, wasn’t 
there 
an exploration of the 
disturbing new puritanism of 
the 
young?—the 
thread 
of 
arrogance that suggests that 
anyone who thinks differently is 
merely 
to 
be 
tolerated, 
I 
thought that’s what we’ve been 
fighting 200 years to get rid of. 
There is a strange love-hat 
relationship 
there: 
a sharp 
disappointment that parents are 
not as perfect as their offspring 
want them to be, and a curious 
attitude that only the parental 
generation is imperfect. 
W a t c h i n g “ Generations 
Apart,’’ I kept thinking of the 
British journalist who suggest­ 
ed once that America loses its 
innocence at its own peril. And 
I couldn’t help feeling that in a 
life-or-death showdown strug­ 
gle, we had better hope that a 
lot 
of the 
Lawrence 
Welk 
people are still around.

—A few y ears ago, am id a 
ra sh of N egro church dyna- 
m itings by Ku Klux Klans- 
m en and other ex trem ists, 
the s h e r i f f of M cComb, 
M iss., cam e to see O liver 
E m m erich , venerable pub- 
lisher-editor of the tow n’s 
daily. He suggested th a t w ith 
m aybe $5,000 he could buy 
inform ation leading him to 
the bom bers. 
T h a t F rid ay afternoon, 
E m m erich ran a front-page 
editorial 
soliciting 
citizen 
contributions. By M onday he 
had 
the 
$5,000, 
w hich 
he 
handed to the sheriff w ith­ 
out strings. S o o n several 
m en w ere a rreste d , indicted, 
convicted and jailed. 
Says E m m erich today: 
“ Once you e ra se fear, it 
is e a sie r.” 
T here followed a series of 
larg er and larg er com m u- 
nity-leader m eetings, w ind­ 
ing up in a m ass m eeting of 
650 M cComb citizens who 
resoundingly a p p r o v e d a 
“ sta tem e n t 
of 
p rinciples” 
upholding racial justice and 
calling for an end to d iscrim ­ 
ination. L ater a N egro panel 
represen tin g 12 organizations 
m ade a statem en t, and a 
b iracial group of 24 individ­ 
uals w as form ed. 
M cCom b’s t e r r o r 
has 
largely vanished. M ore N e­ 
groes have jobs and som e 
school desegregation has oc­ 
cu rred . They a re registering 
and voting. And E m m erich, 
tw ice beaten at the height of 
trouble, says from his M c­ 
Com b vantage point: 


“ Y ou’ll m isfire if you p re­ 
sent M ississippi as the N orth 
sees it.” 
T here is no p retense th a t 
d e e p-seated segregationist 
attitudes in M cComb have 
m agically m elted aw ay, any 
m ore 
than 
they 
have 
in 
m any other D eep South sec­ 
tors boxed in by court order 
and federal action and a c ­ 
cepting change because they 
dislike the violent a lte rn a ­ 
tive. 
A w hite M ississippi law yer 
can argue with som e force 
th at change w rought by p res­ 
su re or by “ concern for the 
s ta te ’s im a g e ” is a thin gloss 
signifying very little. 
Nevertheless, he appears 
to be heavily outgunned by 
those 
w h o contend 
that, 
whether moved by pressure, 
e c o n o m i c self-interest or 
whatever, the southerner— 
as one says of his regional 
compatriois—has “given up 
making a career out of being 
a white man.” 
A Jackson o b s e r v e r , 
speaking 
of

South w hites, supports the 
view :

The h ard signs of change:

A gain and again, leaders

It may be a bit ironic that some of those who were most 
vocal in calling for the resignation of impeachment of Jus­ 
tice Abe Fortas belong to a body, many of whose members 
are themselves far from being above reproach in the matter 
of outside financial interests or sources of income. 
But representatives and senators are regularly accountable 
to their constituents. Their terms of office are uncertain past 
the last election. Congress also has the authority to discipline 
its own members. 
Supreme Court justices are appointed for life, “pending 
good behavior.” They are well paid. Their tenures are not sub­ 
ject to periodic popular review, nor can their official actions 
as a body be nullified except by a later Supreme Court or 
through the long and difficult process of constitutional amend-

ment. 
As their power and prestige and personal security is so 
great, so must the standards of conduct expected of them 
be that much greater than that which is expected of lesser 
civil servants 
Obviously, former Justice Fortas had not committed “trea­ 
son, bribery or other high crimes and misdemeanors” which 
the Constitution requires for the impeachment of civil offi­ 
cers of the United States. 
He had, however, brought disrepute upon the court —per­ 
haps quite innocently — by his association with convicted 
financier Louis Wolfson. 
Despite his resignation, the shadow cast upon the highest 
court in the land will not soon be dissipated. 


Dear Sir: 
From time to time the question arises 
whether we are going to save our prime 
agricultural farm land in the county or 
whether we are going to sacrifice it for 
urban development. Whenever this ques­ 
tion comes up for a decision there is a 
pious lament from the land speculators, 
who say that the loss will be pitiful 
but the land must be sacrificed in the 
name of progress. At this time of year 
when the flower show and the promotion 
of the “ Valley of the Flowers” brings 
thousands of visitors, it never seems 
to occur to the promoters that they are 
working on the one hand to extol the vir­ 
tues of the valley and on the other to 
destroy them. The flower festival itself 
will gradually become meaningless as 
more flower fields are periodically de­ 
stroyed. 
Such is the case of the Lompoc Dam 
Project. Not only is it designed to take 
an area about the same size as the Lom­ 
poc Valley off the county tax rolls, (the 
amount of private tax paying land is di­ 
minished every year so now only 35 per 
cent is left to pay county taxes.) but it 
will take about one-sixth of the prime 
land of the total 
Lompoc agricultural 
community. This includes some of the 
best flower seed growing acreage in the 
state. If you doubt this, take a trip from 
the Santa Rosa turn-off of Highway 1 east 
through the Santa Rosa Valley to Highway 
101 and visualize the loss this will mean 
to your community. This will not be a 
sacrifice for community betterment, but 
instead it will be solely for the financial 
betterment of a few who stand to gain if 
the Project goes through. 
Some people see the construction 
phase of the Project as a “shot in the 
arm ” to Lompoc’s economy. It is pro­ 
bable- there would be a period of increas­ 
ed 
activitiy during the construction 
period, but long term benefits are dubi­ 
ous. After the construction is over the 
public will find itself saddled with an 
annual bill of over a million dollars to 
be paid out of local taxes and water rev­ 
enue which would probably increase the 
average homeowners taxes about twen­ 
ty-five (25) per cent. 
The “boosters” are also “worried” 
about the valley farm land running out 
of water because of urban use. As a 
general rule it is calculated that an acre 
of land grown up to houses takes about 
as much water as does an irrigated crop 


acre. Of course the Lompoc Project wat­ 
er at the current estimated cost of $110- 
$140 per acre foot is not planned for ag­ 
ricultural use which now pays only $4 
or $5 an acre foot for well water at the 
present time. 
The United States Geological Survey 
officials have often said that the ground 
water table fluctuates with the wet and 
dry cycles, but during a wet year, the 
basin comes back to its maximum which, 
of course, is the condition this year. 
They also estimate we have an under­ 
ground storage of over 200,000 acre feet, 
that we use about 20,000 acre feet per 
year. So let's not worry about running 
out of water. We have too many more 
threatening things to worry about at the 
present time. 
The County is concerned about future 
water needs and is already in the pro­ 
cess of buying 57,000 acre feet of Feath­ 
er River Water. The delivery date will be 
in the late 1970’s, about the time the 
Lompoc Dam Project water could be 
available if built. Feather River water 
has two distinct advantages over Lompoc 
Project Water: the quality would be bet­ 
ter, and it can be contracted for in incre- 


ments as it is needed. Even farmers 
would benefit from the higher quality 
because the effluent which is recirculat­ 
ed out of the Lompoc Sewage Plant would 
not be as high in salt content as that 
presently being dumped back into the un­ 
derground. The idea of contracting for 
water on an increment basis would allow 
adjustment to water needs and payment 
only as needed. This would mean great 
savings in both money and water.

will over that of Congress. 
All the same, the court is in human 
truth apolitical institution, through ideal­ 
ly it ought not to be, and it is also a 
fact that some of its interventions in 
the social field were wise in the higher 
public sense if only because they were 
starkly necessary. Thus, the President’s 
infinitely difficult task will be to choose 
new justices who favor restraint rath­ 
er than innovation but who nevertheless 
do not wish to turn the clock back too 
far. 


Plainly speaking, the court needs a 
transfusion of conservative blood, but 
it does not need some swing of the pen­ 
dulum so long and so wide as to put 
legitimately 
conservative 
aspirations 
have long been put. The simplistic and 
cliche way to say this is simply to say 
that two wrongs do not make a right, 
the more sensible way to put it is to 
say that the bedrock problem here is not 
the essential unfairness of the present 
court to every philosophy save one, but 
rather the frightening reality that this 
high bench has for many years lost much 
of the general public’s respect. 


No other country in the world give 
so much power to judges, and it may be 
that the founders of this nation should 
not have done so. Yet they did; and that 
is that. Selecting scapegoats for the dan­ 
gerous decline of the court’s prestige 
is easy enough, but there really is not 
much point to that exercise. The impor­ 
tant thing is to find civilized means, 
in the president’s forthcoming appoint­ 
ments, 
to readjust 
matters without 
screaming at the past or prejudicing 
the future. 


The long and short of it is that for 
a variety of reasons no president in 
history has had more cause to approach 
this business with special wisdom. 
It is traditional that nominations to 
the court are made with at least some 
eye to politics, to geographical balance, 
and so on. This time all this should 
be forgotten. What Mr. Nixon should do 
here, 
as it seems to one observer, is 
to forget all routine considerations and 
to select new justices with these criter­ 
ia: are they really able lawyers; are 
they capable of a sustained exercise of 
sheerly objective judgment; do they un­ 
derstand the deep necessity for approach­ 
ing constitutional issues with full re­ 
spect for that great document, whether 
or not they personally would have written 
it just that way?

We had an interesting conversation 
the other day with Sgt. Don Bignell oi 
the California Highway Patrol. Sgt. Big­ 
nell has, among his other duties, the 
task of overseeing what is known as the 
“ PVI Operation,” —Passenger Vehicle 
Inspection — in this area. Sgt. Bignell 
is concerned about the public’s reac­ 
tion to this random vehicle inspection 
activity. 
Let’s consider his 
main concern. Most 
vehicle drivers con­ 
sider the inspection 
to be a “road block” 
by 
t h e California 
Highway Patrol —no­ 
thing further from 
the truth can be said. 
Random vehicle in­ 
spection is an impor­ 
tant part of an over­ 
all safety program, not a trap, and it 
is paying safety dividends. 
6a 
Statistics show that four-and-a-half per 
cent of all traffic accidents are caused 
by mechanical defects in an automobile. 
This may not be a startling figure but 
when one considers all traffic accidents 
in the State of California in the mil­ 
lions, it amounts to a sizeable amount. 
From October 1968 through March, 
1969, Sgt. Bignell’s three man CHP of­ 
ficer crew consisting of Tom Hicker, 
Art Becker and Don Edwards, checked 6,- 
922 automobiles on a random basis. Of 
the 6,922 vehicles inspected, 4,237 were 
found in violation because of mechanical 
defects. More surprising is the fact 
that the total violations of the 4,237 
vehicles totalled 6,805. In other words, 
the average percentage of vehicles in 
violation was a whopping 61.2 per cent 
with 1.3 violations per vehicle. 
Sgt. Bignell stated that last year the 
California Highway Patrol inspected ap­ 
proximately 15 per cent of the register­ 
ed vehicles in the State. When one con­ 
siders that there are approximately 10 
million vehicles in the State, the CHP 
has accomplished quite a task. But not 
quite good enough, says Governor Rea­ 
gan, who has ordered the CHP to attain 
a goal of 25 per cent for the next year. 
The inspection doesn’t take much of 
your time, an average of about eight min­ 
utes. Vehicles having defects are noted 
and a list is given to the driver who 
then must make the corrections as soon 
as possible and have them verified by a 
California Highway Patrol officer. A 
CHP officer is at the local police de­ 
partment headquarters each Thursday 
from 9:30 a.m. until 10 a.m. and from 
5:30 p.m. until 6 p.m. 
In order to satisfy Governor Reagan’s 
orders to boost vehicle inspections, Sgt. 


Bignell stated that he hopes to have 
the inspection line set up in the Lom­ 
poc area on an average of three times 
per month. 
Don’t be frightened of the CHP’s PVI 
operation — it may save your life.
